SUBJECT ;• l’ro|)osed Discussion of Fcrik HEINE Case with Sir Richard 

White 



1. In our continuing review of pertinent file aid documentary material 

on Horik ! ill INF. we have found that an individual who may be able to. provide. 

significant information is Colonel Aifons REiiAMi, former Cormanding Officer 

of tho Estonian Legion wlio.was used by MI-6 as Principle Agnnt for British-

supported black operations into Estonia shortly after World War II. An im- 
portant support element of the MI -6 operations was a jiarsmilitary resistance 
group known as the Forest Brothers, whose members lived’ in bunkers in the 
woods and engaged .in guerrilla operations against Soviet security organs. 
While initially the group was composed of loyal, if somewhat fanatical , 
Estonians at a very early stage, probably shortly after World War II, the 
group c-ame under Soviet control, Eerik MEI ME claims to have served with 
one of tiie Forest Brothers bands from 1P46 to IMDX 1550. 

2. Colonel RERANT, was an Estonian army officer in the 1530's, went 
into hiding when the Soviets first occupied Estonia, and 41 enlisted with

the German Army during the subsequent German occupation, lie saw service
